SAIGON, June 26 — Battle deaths in Vietnam dropped e 
last week with a lessening in major ground fighting, s 
the allied commands reported today. 

U.S. headquarters said 247 Americans were killed in ac- 
tion in the seven-day period that ended at midnight Satur- 
day — a decrease of 88 deaths from 235 the previous week 
and the lowest since the week ending May 10. 

South Vitnamese headquarters said its combat deaths 
were down about 9 per cent. The two allied commands 
said enemy losses fell about 12 per cent. 

[The Pentagon said 30 American servicemen lost their 
lives last week through accidents and other causes not 
connected with combat. The total of such deaths in the 
war is 6087.]
